Tho bums 
supporting Ibo upper landing gave way and 
fell, carrying both it and tho BUiin down 
with all their occupants, and crushing tboso 
on tho first floor, where tbe rest of Iho wood 
work guve way nnder tbe shock, nnd pre- 
cipitated tho whole company, mixed with 
pieces of limber, into one inua, jammed 
together at tho bottom and chocking tho 
door.

ropes from above, and at lest, ladders being 
thought of, tho few who were abl* cliraWd 
up and escaped by the windows, «fl« wbich 
tbo slow process of breaking in and clearing 
out the corpses aurl wonnd«d occnpicd their 
frietrls several hours, somo ol I lie bodies 
being «o crushed as to be hardly rocognl/n. 
ble. Of the victims, only twenty three be- 
longed to the children who were the objects 
of this most unfortunate UhrirtmKJ gstber- 
ing.
